MOBILE TORPEDOES. 
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FOOT BALL AT WEST POINT. 


We published the letter of our correspondent 
** Graduate” last week upon the subject of foot ball 
atthe Military Academy, intending to say some- 
thing in reply to his criticisms. Two able corres- 
pondents have come meanwhile to the defence, but 
before introducing their letters, which we give be- 
low, we havea word tosay. Whatever else may be 
said of foot ball it seems to us that it is right in the 
line of military training. It may disturb some- 
what the order of things, as forexample when we 
find theatle and accomplished Professor of Nat- 
ural and Experimental Philosophy gaining addi- |), 
tional distinction as the “‘ Father of Capt. Michie of 
But this is a mere incident 
and without significance except toa somewhat too 
fine strung prejudice. Experience would indicate 
that foot ball trains the faculties and develops the 
quickners of perception and promptness in action, 


the foot ball team.”’ 


which are so important in war. 


It is not the amount of theoretical knowledge that 
& youth acquires that gives him precedence, it is the 
knowledge that he has at command in an emer- 
gency. This explains why the judgments of the 
Academies as to cadet ubilities are so often reversed 
on the battle field. Nor can we see any objection in 
itself to a trial of strength between the foot ball 
teams of the Military and Naval Academies. It 
should, of course, be kept within proper limits, but 
that is a matter that can safely be entrusted to the 
officers of the two institutions. Is it not wise to pro- 
mote intercourse between the officers of the two 
Services, especially the novitiate officers who are at 
a time of life when friendships are formed? Wouid 
it not bean excellent thing if the two Academies 
were estabiished in the same locality, so that the 
cadets of the two Services could be brought to- 
gether in social and other ways; and what harm 
results from “having the doings of our cadets re- 
ported in the sporting papers,”’ so long as there is 
nothing to say to their discredit? The more the 
people understand and appreciate the two Services 
the better. Their very existence depends upon pub- 
lic approval, and there is no reason why popular 
appreciation should in any way lower the tone of 
our two national institutions. Concerning this sub- 
ject Lieut. E. E. Hardin, U. 8. A., says, in a letter to

will therefore beip the atbletic training of the Army by 
officers he ts fitted to oe 
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tbat could in any way injure the discipline or lower the 
tone of the re andt ic standing of the foot 
ball players at West Poiot shows that it bas not hurt their 
scbo! work. 

Toe result of a season of football at West Point has con- 
vinced the Academic Board and the officers on duty at the 
Aeudemy, that it and otber athletic sports may = 
mitted under proper restrictions, and the duties, discipline 
apd requirements at West Point are such that under no cir- 
cumstances can athletics take the prominent — they do 
at colleges, or be in any way a menace to discipline or to 
tbe scholastic thoroughness of the cadets. 

The interest taken in the game by the officers and cadets 
bh a better knowledge of each otber and has 
done mucb toward eradicating the old idea held by cadets, 
that the- officers are their natural enemies, and io this way 

as uced a better feeling than I have ever known to 
exist at the Academy. 

I was a cadet from 1870 to 1874, under the superintendence 
of Gens. Pitcher and Ruger, and oo duty at the Military 
Academy from 1887 to December, 1891, and I do not hesitate 
to say that at no time during my knowledge of the Acad- 
emy a better state of discipline, a bigber sense of honor 
or a more beaithy tone of tee existed than at the pres- 
ent time. Your correspondent and all other graduates may 
salely leave in the of the present Superintendent and 
of the officers who are doing their best to help him, the 
future welfare of the Academy. 

That young graduates of a few years standing come back 
and see a marked falling uff in the discipline of the cadets is 
a fact, always bas been a fact, and aiways will be a fact, 
but they must remember that ey ove looking at the other 
side of the shield, and that shields have not always been the 
same color on both si: 

The opinions of such persons, and of casual observers, 
who express their views anonimously, should cause no 
fears to friends of the Academy. The be nen A Academ 
bes not gone backward in apy sense under Col. Wilson 
abie and liberal sdministration, and witb him as Superic- 
tendent and Col. Hawkins as commandant of cadets, your 
correspondent, “Graduate,”’ and ali the graduates may rest 
assured that West Poiat will continue to bold the dignified 
ana eminent position which it always has beid.

Our correspondent says: 

Among the signs of decay the “Graduate” enumerates are 
“tne standing collar and blouse for undress occasions.” It is 
true this is a sensible change, but to all conservative persons 
bow infinitely superior is irrational custom to rational 
change! Again, the “Graduate’s” eyes are grieved by a ca- 
det gaily escorting a young ludy fora horse back ride on 
Saturday afternoon. What a mournful exchange to a true 
oid neart is this for the drunken frolics of the good old days 
ot stern discipline, and the good old nights at Beony Hav- 
en’s tavern. ‘Tis immunity from_participation that lends 
enchantment to the view of the “Graduate” when he finds 
himself seduced by his alma mater to wish himeelf a cadet 
again for the season. In that very season I beard from the 
lips of a lst Class man that be had that day performed be- 
tween 5.30 A. M. and midnight about 14 hours of labor, com- 
prising various drilils—iotaotry, cavuiry, arctillery—practi- 
cal work at astronomy, day and night,and engineering, 
which consisted in actual bridge c :nstruction, and which 
was made tu count in bis Claes standing. Tunis is tae soft re- 
pose of a “summer resort.” 

As for changes in the course of instruction they are in- 
deed conspicuous for their absence. No foot bali player 
was granted a privilege not equally open to all, and the ca- 
dets deserve credit tor the record they made with less than 
an hour per day—the recreation bour—for practice. 

But some must alwajs look upon change witb distrust. 
Some there be who would throw aside the improved Spriug- 
tieid tor the old matchiock of Bunker Hill. The spirit of 
the age is progress and io its Onward march we cagnot stop 
tor tradition. The Army of a hundred years azo, composed 
as it was of brave, grard men, would be inefficient now. 
The discipline und the officers of the U. 8. Military Academy 
then are vot required ang would be iucumpetent ow. 

No man can ivok up the facts of the case, aa I have done, 
auu not disagree with the graduate as tothe laxity of dis- 
cphoe, 8-venty-seven mea going on Christmas leaves, which 
depend entirely upon their disc.plive record, and tout uoder 
the strictest set of officers the corps bas had for years, would 
indicate something else than laxity. But what is the upshot 
ot itati? Has West Point receded or tulien away from the 
bigb standard ic once beld? I would say, emphatically, 
“xo.” What the graduate takes foc laxity is, ia truth, but 
an iodex of the discipline tnat can permit some liber.iy 
witbout risk of its abuse. Had the graduate thought it 
worto while to examiae the matter caretully, he would 
bave found liquor never entered the gray barrack wails, 
be would bave ivund smoking at a mioimum, that a night's 
trip to a Highiand Fall tavera is uever dreamt of by the 
most reckiess. He would have tound that che Y. M. C. A. 
was never more fluurisbing tban at p bracing a 
memoership of 200—and tor doworight earnestness and sin- 
cerity not surpussed by ang similiar society in the United 
States. And lastiy, be would have tound at the head 
of the Academy a Superintendest and a body of men 
who upaerstand the peeas of the times, who meet them, who 
govern and direct the course of the great school with a 
firm banu and seeing eye, with an abili:'y and courage that 
stili makes our historic Military Academy honored through- 
out the land.

JUDGE-ADVOCATES LN SECRET SESSION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


From time to time we hear di:cussions as to the 
advisability of excluding the Judge-Advocates of 
Courts-martial from being present at the secret 
sessions during the findings and sentence. Many 
‘wiviliaus bave remarked the same to me and though 
1 have heard and seen it written about, | nave never 
seen or heard the practice defended. Why ? Prob- 
ably because to the officer who has sat on courts, be 
18 aware that the services of the J.-A. could not well 
be dispensed with, and that his presence or iafluence 
is not detrimental to the accused—in fact, if avy 
one reviews bis experience he will recogaize in “2 
.ajority of cases that the presence of the J.-A,, if 
avy wa>. has been favorable to the accused, for 
Army officers, being men of intellect, are tenavious 
of their rigbts and personal opinions, will not be 
dictated to by a Judge-Advocace, and, feeling that 
be is the prosecutor, their innate sense of justice 
= Bona’ t 1§ more apt to. incline to the side of the 





tinctly against the prisoner. Courts-martial, as a 
general rule, ere an ex y mercifal body of 
men, and when a man is convicted by them the 
evidence of his guilt is very conclusive. If any- 
thing, the accused does not receive all the punish- 
ment he deserves. Whileall the technicalities of 
the civil law may not be enacted, the man never re- 
ceives a greater punishment than justice requires, 
and often not that. 
The judge-advocate is usually a junior officer tc 

ay of the members of the court, who are more>: 
lees versed in military law. most of which is set 
forth 1n a single volume by Winthrop or bis prede- 
cessors (which officers are uired to study). The 
subject is not complex enough to reauire very ex- 
tended knowledge in ordinary cases, and his duty 
by custom of service, though not as an enactment of 
law, being principally recorder for the court; by 
law the prosecutor of the case during the open pro- 
ceedings, becomes that of “ adviser to the court in 
matters of form and law” only during the closed 

ou. Then most courts restrict the judge-advo- 
cate to innocuous silence unless they require bie ser- 
vices as recorder or expounder of the law—while 
they reserve the right of their own opinion and are 
very apt to act on their prerogative. Besides, the 
president of the court, being an older officer—as a 
general thing—and versed in the duties of bis office, 
will not allow the judge-advocate to contravene the 
duties of bis position or make remarks that would 
tend to influence a court, beyond the legitimate 
somere of his duty. 

yn ey of the judge-advocate with the court 
in order to record the proceedings properly isa 
desideratum, and as the court often require to refer 
to the evidence as recorded in the bandwnting of 
the judge-advocate, it would be very difficult, and 
cause delay, not to have him present to read what 
they desire to hear. It would be the heieht of 
folly to exclude him, and of no actual beneficial re- 
sult. I bave sat on many courts fora quarter of a 
century and fail to remember one incident where 
his presence hes detrimental to the accused or 
subversive of justice. Lex.

surgery—essentially no opportunity—and yet it is 
presumed, and seems but vatural, that such topics 
would form the major part of the test. But this is 
not all; it has been the custom in thenaval medical 
service that candidates about to be examined for 
promotion to the grade of past assistant surgeon be 
permitted to avail themselves of opportunities for 
practical means tv properly prepare themselves, by 
being assigned to shore duty near some larce city, 
placed on “waiting orders” or granted leave of ab- 
sence. But in the Army medical service it is almost 
invariably the rule to refuse a sufficient leave of ab- 
sence to assistant surgeons who are ambitious to 
keep “‘au courant;"’ so that after five years of isola- 
tion medical officers stationed in immediate proxim- 
ity to laboratories, hospitals and lecture rooms aru 
to pass judgment upon these young gentlemen. 
Therefore, Mr. Editor, unless the Surgeon General’s 
Office tender candidates for promotion proper op- 
portunities for study afcer four years of service,such 
an examinatic: as Senator Proctor evidently antici- 
pates will work much injustice to many g0od men.

Mr. O'Kelly, post trader at David’s Island, testi- 
fied tbat be ba’ hotb borrowed and loaned the ac- 
cused money.

**What be wanted, [ discovered, was to find out 
all about my financial relations with the accused— 
to pump me.

When be found I could not be 
drawn on to talk more fully with him, besaid: ‘I 
hope i sball not be drawn ioto this affair, but if 1 
am Isbell do everything in my power to put the 
—— scoundrel out of the Service.’ ” 

The witness furtber stated that other cfficers at 
Fort Scbuyler bad drawn drafis on bim through 
the Lincoln Bank and they bud always been hon- 


ored.

“ Prior to Oct. 31,and after the arrest of the ac- 
cused, I told him that, owing to the charges pre- 
ferred against him, he had better collect bis own 
pay account. He said * All right,’ and I told him 
that | would stop its collection at my bank and re- 
turp the voucber to bim. On Saturday, Oct. 31, I 
went to the bank and told Mr. Tobin, the note tell- 
er. not to collect that pay account, and that on 
Monday I[ would come in and give my check for the 
amount.

Thomas J. Tobin, note teller of the Lincoln Na- 
tional Bank, corroborated the story told by the 
pest trader in regard to the sending on of the pay 
voucher for collection. 

Martip Guloin, a Government contractor, testified 
that on Nov. 9 be went to Fort Schuyler and spoke 
to Lieut. Schumm about going to see Major Throck- 
morton concerning a water contract, and that 
Schumm remarked, “Ob, you needn’t do that ; Maj. 
Throckmorton will never draw his sword ugain at 
this post ” Lieut. Schumm had sworn that he never 
made such a statement. 

Capt. J. H. Calef, 2d U. S. Art., who took com- 
mand of Fort Schuyler when Major Throckmorton 
was placed in arrest, testified tbat he knew nothin 

fic about the checks that had been put in evi- 
ence to substantiate the charges against the ac- 
cused until after bis arrest. In one of bis letters to 
the department at Washington the witness said of 
the accused: “ His name is a synonym for dishon- 
esty and discredibility.”

On Tuesday Msjor Throckmorton testified in bis 
own behalf. In regard to the charge of duplication 
of pay accounts be testited that the October 
voucher was given to Mr. O'Kelly, post trader, to 
collect because be was confined to the limits of Fort 
Sebuyler, and he did not consider the mails safe. 
The August pay account was transferred to H. F. 
Brittain as security for a loan of $150. He was dis- 
appointed about receiving the money, and Mr. 
Brittain, through a misunderstanding, permitted the 
voucher to go through for collection, but Colonel 
Smitb, the paymaster, refused to pay it. He settled 
the matter witb a draft on Sept. 13. Lord and Tay- 
lor beld five of his nots, aggregating $250, the last 
of the five falling due Sept.12. During the latter 
part of August he gave them his August voucher as 
security, asking them to bold it until the notes 
were due. They forect about the customary three 
days’ grace allowed on notes, and when he sent 
tbem a draft, on the nigbt of August 10,it was too 
late, as the voucher bad been presented to Payor. 
Smith and i. bad been refused. Col. Barr 
asked Major Throckmorton why be bad not ac- 
quainted Col. Hugbes, inspector-general, with his 
fivancial arrangement witb Mr. O'Kelly, and the 
accused answered, *“ for thesimple reason tbhatI had 
knowledge of the unfriendliness of the people sur- 
rounding me.” 

The Rev. Frank M. Clendeunin, rector of St. 
Peter’s Church, Westchester, Brig.-Gen. Robert 
Murray, retired. and Col. W. D. Wolverton testified 
to Mejor Throckmorton's excellent character as an 
officer and a gentleman. 

On Thuredsy, Col. sarr, in rebutta!, placed Thos, 
L. James, President of the Lincoln National Bark, 
and Lieut. C. E. Warren, 12 bh Reat., N. G., 8S. N. Y., 
ite ceshier, on the stand. President James testified 
that laie in July or early in Augusf he asked Mr. 
O'Kelly in regard to the checks drawn on bim by 
Mejor Tbrockmorton (ar. O'Kelly had previously 
sworn tbat he bad authorized the arcu to draw 
bim for $60 after June 20) and Mr. O'Kelly said they 
were forgeries. 

Mr. Warren testified that he showed O'Kelly one 
of the cbhecks, and he thought three, and tbat 
O'Kelly said that be did not know whether the sig- 
pature was Mejor Tbrockmorton’s or not. 

Mr. Baird corroborated the testimony of the last 
witness and eaid be heard the conversation bet ween 
Warren and O'Kelly, that the checks were in the 
bank tbree or four hours, ‘bat when he saw the 
checks be looked tbrough toe books very carefully 
to see if Mejor Throckmorton bad any account at 
the bank or bad ever bad, because be remembered 
an experience he bad had witb a check of $180, made 
by Major Throckmorton, which bad come to the 
bank a short time before and been protested.

CAPTAIN BOURKE'S PURSUIT OF GARZA. 


THE official report of Capt. John G. Bourke, 3d 
Cav., on the engagement with Garza’s band of revo- 
lutionists, near Lalyville, Texas, on Dec. 21, has 
been received at Army Headquarters. After citing 
the circumstances, which acquainted Capt. Bourke 
of the whereabouts of the revolutioniats, and giv- 
ing in detail the preparations made at the post (Fort 
Ringgold) for the movement, the report states: 


At 5.45 p. M.,. Dec. 31. we started with the following total: 
U. S. Deputy Marsbe!ls Barradoes, Nedeforso, Perez and 
Betts, 20 Lieut. Chas. Hays, 18th Iof.; Sergts. S.muel Hel- 
ing and Gustav Gibb, of ©, 3d Cav.; Corpis. Robert Honey- 
man aod Chas. H. Edstrom; Trumpetera Bannel and 
Murphy: Blacxsmith Lemuei C. Felzer, Saddler Albert 8. 
Jobnson. aod Pyts. Trantner, Newcomb, Matthews, Martin, 
August Quel! and D:ivid Lioyd. all of C.3: Cavalry, and the 
foilowing of Co. E, 18th Infantry: Se John Storck, 
Corpis. Dougherty and Kent and Pvts. Adams, Bobland, 
Hendrix, Haonsio, Jackson, Hacker, Amor, Worster aod 
Michael Foley. Of these, four or five were recruits still 
under instruction, and two others were teamsters. I also 
took along Arnold and a buckboard in case any one should 

wounded, and also to utilize as much as possible Arnold's 
tami'iarity with the woods of this section. We trotted to 
La Guilla Ranch 19 miles, baiting two or three times to give 
the apimais a breathing spell. The infantry rude in the 
wagons. At La Guilla, U. 8S. Deputy Marsbal Tomas 
Garza was arrested by Deputy Marshal Banados on the 
charge of concealing a knowledge of the intended violation 
of the neutrality laws,and being an aider and abettor in 
such intended violation. He was shackled and put under 
guard. Having been on friendly terms with Tomas Garza, 
I spoke to bim and pointed out the great danger be had in- 
curred by bis conduct, even if be intended to waru the au- 
thorities as soon as the crossing had made,as Deputy 
Marsha!l Banados bad told me was bis pur The best 
thing for bim pow was to tell all be knew or bad beard, and 
then lead us to the point of assembly of the conspirators. 
Tbis he consented to do, and told me that Garza had been 
in the vicinity of Los Angeles, Texas, where bis followers 
were to rendezvous; that he bad 400 men well armed and 
equipped, and was to split into three bands, one crossing 
Rio Grande above Laredo and joining with forces in Coa- 
buila,one moving dewn to Guenero ai making a bold 
bluff against it and Mier in the bope of enticing all troops 
out trom those places and from Camarjo, which latter was 
to be assaulted and taken on the 22d or 28d by the tbird 
party then rendezvousing at the Punta cel Aquade! Re- 
tamal. Puttiog one infantry man bebind each vavairyman, 
on borseback, first placing wagons and buchboard in a de- 
fensible position in one of the streets of La Guilla under a 
small guard, we moved io aead silence between four and 
five miles across country to the Sentauing ot the R@famal, 
which is a long valley or ravine with hi:ls on each side, 
covered with a dense growth of chaparal of mesquite, 
ebony, popal, cactus and retama.” 


The location of the conspirators was soon made 
known by a camp fire, upon discovering which the 
men were ordered by pt. Bourke to dismount 
and, leaving the borsesin charge of two recruits, 
the party crept quietly toward it. 

Quien va alli? rang out from asentry. There was 
po answer from our soldiers, who, advancing in 
skirmish order, held their carbines at a ready. 
Quien va alli? came again, and then two shots from 
toe two pickets. 

“My men,” says Capt. Bourke, “replied with a vol- 
ley. kneeling, and the bandits broke for the hilis, 
their herd bell ringiag to round up their horses. 
We could do nothing further in the darkness.”’ 

The troops then fell back 10 miles to the Rio 
Grande and camped. They were attacked in the 
nigbt, and during a sharp engagement Garza es- 
vaped from Deputy Marshal Perez, who was put 
underarrst. Continuing, Capt. Bourke says: 


We struck straight back, hoping to catch up with some 
stragelers, I threw out two reconnoitering parties to circle 
through the vrusb. Corpi, Chas. H. Edetrom, Troop C, who 
commanded one, ran upon the enemy in force and was al- 
most surrounded. He kept the attacking party at bay uatil 
our main body came up. We cha across a soft, open 
muddy fi:t, exposed to the enemy's fire from rifles and car- 
bices. But our men were not to be restrained. 

ln the fuce of three or four to one they made a gallant 
rush for the outiaw band, headed by Sergts. Ibling and 
Gibb and Corp!. Honeyman. The infantry with their long 
guns did capital work, and in another minute the bandits 
were scampering for the brusb. 

Hampered with prisoners and our wounded we could not 
pursue. We lost one man kiiled. He was Corpl. Coas. Ed- 
strom, a must excellent soldier, whu was shot twice through 
the bead and once tbrough the leg. 

2d Lieut. Chas. Hays, 18:h Inf., was slightly wounded in 
the side ly a glancing bullet; Pvt. David Lloyd, Troop C, 

Cav., was grazed bya buliet. Our men and officers were 
ull dressed in complete uaiform aod were plainly seen by 
the outlaws, among whom I was told were three of the train 
wreckers of the Texas Mexican Riilroad last soring. Tey 
recogpizeo us and cvlled out iu English and Spanish, “Kill 
the damned gringos !” 

The fighting was pretty close and Corpl. Edstrom, after he 
fell, was agaio shot, b's uasatiant being so ciose that his face 
was powder burot. Our men seemed to reulizs that they 
were face to face with a troubiesome band of assassins and 
mace every effort to close with them hand to band and 
wipe them out. 

puty Marshals Banodas, Perez and Bitts were noticea- 
blv gallant and efficient. 

Sergt. Storck, Corpis. Dougherty and Kent, Co. E, 18th 
Tof., did excelient work, aad so did Trumpeters Banneil aod 
Murpby and Pvts. Frautoer, Quell, F. Fieazer anu Jobosoo, 
Troop.C.8i Cav. Tne same remarks fairly belong to every 
map on toat I ne, 

After the fight we returned to the post, there being no 
way of fiuding the trail io that peau thicket. We captured 
10 or 12 borses belonging to the bandits, but they stumpeded 
through the cactus on the way back. 

The capture and destruction of these outlaws will be on 
easy matter the moment pr:-per facilities ace suoplied, but 
until they are notbing can be done worth mentioning. We 
need one good pack train in this valley, a restoratiou of the 
telexrapb line to Larevo, authority to employ a larzer force 
of guides and trailers and then wecan k ep atter them uao- 
til the iast ove is lodged io jail or shot in the brush. 

The Rio Grande valiey is practically unanimous io support 
of Garza, whose followers buy ail the ammunition they 
wan't aod all o:ber necessaries, They are all equipped, us 
the few things we cepturea show. They have 120 or 150 car-

THE Lancaster has ended her long voyuge around 
the Horn to the Asiatic Station. She arrived at 
Hong Kong, Jan. 3, 178 days from New York. She 
will Gresese to Yokonama, Japan, where Rear Ad- 
miral Harmony wiil relieve Rear Adwura!

E. Belknap, who bas been in command of the sta- 
tion since April 4. 1889. The latter, with his family,

monte. Rear Admiral Harmony’s command will 
comprise the Lancaster, Monocacy, Palos and Al- 
Yiance. After the Chiliaa troubie is ended, one of 
4 new vessels on the Pacific Station will doubt- 
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Tux Baltimore. notwithstanding the foul condi- 
tiou of ber bottom, made fairly good time on her 
voyage from Valparaiso to San Francisco. She made 
the trip, 4,000 miles, in 16 days, an averse of 102 
knots per day, on 2 coal consumption of 45 tons per 
day. This is her most economical rate of speed, and 
when ber bottom is clean usually makesit on 36 tons 
per day. 

Tuer report of Capt. Z. L. Tanner, commanding 
the Albatross, in the work of that vessel in run- 
ning a line of soundings from San Francisco to the 
Hawaiian Islands for the proposed submarine cable 
bas been received at the Hydregrapbic Office. The 
landing of the California end of the cable will be 
in Salinus Bay, near Monterey. where a gully, with 

banks and a depth of 200 fathoms, leads off 
into deep water. The natural advantages at Hawali 
are not so favorable to an easy landing. 

In an article on “Atlantic Liners, past, present 
and future” meering says: *‘Asto speed there 
is really no insurmountable difficulty in attaining 
40 knots, but this would require something like 
160,000 indicated horse power, 70 boilers to generate 
the steam for the engines, and these would burn 
considerably more than 2.000 tons of coal per day. 
The experience of the past suggests these figures. 
Some idea may be formed as to the size of vessel 
necessary for this machinery. We leave it to the 
imagination of the reader. The question is one of 
fivance, and it might need a company ot million- 
aires to own and run a fleet of such vessels. In ten 
years the speed bas increased from sixteen to 
twenty knots, and in the same tiae the in- 
dicated horse power bas gone up from 6,000 to 
18 000, while the s'ze of ship has only been doubled. 
To attain this result the ship of to-day burns 1.90 
tone of coalin six days, whereas ten years ago 600 
tors oply were burned in 73¢ days.” 


Tur United Service Gazette says that a party of in- 
structors for the projected new Mexican Navy left 
Liverpool on Wednesday, Dec. 16, by the White Star 
steamship Majestic for New York, en route for Mex- 
ico. mdr. R. O, ry Brevton, late of the 
Royal Navy, has been commirsioned by President 
Disz to superintend the formation of a new navy for 
Mexico, with a vaval training system like that es- 
tablished in the British Roval Navy.

PROSPEOTS OF LEGISLATION. 


Ir seldom happens that a session immediately 
preceding a Presidential campaign is prolific of a 
great variety or amount of legislation outside of the 
regular appropriations. The present session will 
not be an exception to the rule. Retrenchment and 
reform is the watchword of the dominant party of 
the House, and as they hold the key to the situa- 
tion all efforts of the Upper House in any other di- 
rection are likely to be in vain. The refusal of the 
House this week to vote an appropriation of $100,- 
000 to be used by the Secretary of the Navy for the 
charter of vessels to convey breadstuffs generously 
contributed by our charitable citizens for the fam- 
ine-stricken people of Russia,!which was promptly 
authorized by the Senate, shows that the House 
means to deal very sparingly with the public funds. 
This was strongly indicated by the debate on the 
measure in question. 

Notwithstanding the gloomy outlook for desirable 
legislation, Congress is laying out business enough 
to more than occupy its attention up to the last day 
of the closing session. Measures by the hundreds 
are being introduced in both Houses, and the eom- 
mittees are going to work upon them regardless of 
the apparent uselessness of their efforts. 

The Services will not be neglected so far as com- 
mittee work is concerned, but it is feared that the 
bulk of it will go for naught. We have taken pains 
to get the views of those members and Senators 
who have to do with framing legislation of interest 
to the Services, as to the outlook for the present 
session. What they tell usis not at all encourag- 
ing. The remarks of the chairman of the Senate 
Committees of the two Houses will be sufficient to 
show the situation. The viewsof the other mem- 
bers with whom we have talked are of the same 
purport. 

Gen. Hawley, chairman of the Senate Military 
Committee, said : 


it is rather early yet to anticipate the action of 
Congress on military measures. Our committee has 
not yet commenced o ns. We are waiting for 
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ence to sub-committees. This committees is one of 
the busiest in the Senate. There are only two other 
committees (Pensions and Claims) that havea larger 
number of bills to act upon. There are already 264 
measures on the docket, and this number 1s being 
added to daily. At our meeting on Wednesday next 
we shall in the discussion of some of these, and | 
oan then tell better the sense of the committee on 
prospective legislation. Speaking individually, | 
do not regard the outlook as very encouraging for 
any legislation involving an increase in expendi- 
tures, and there are few measures before us that 
have not a money consideration. The committee 
will follow out its ueual custom of reporting those 
measures that are deserving and calculated to im- 
prove the Service, but we cannot overlook the con- 
ditions existing in the lower House, and must frame 
our measures to meet them if any good results are 
to be expected. 

There are several ical m res pending 
before the committee for increasing the efficiency 
of the line of the Army, notably those measures 
introduced by Mr. Proctor for the reorganization 
of the artillery and infantry. The same proposi- 
tions were discussed by the committee at the last 
session. They did not appear then to give the best 
results desired or hoped for, but as the legislative 
conditions have changed, it may be well to favor 
measures on these economic lines, on the theory 
that a half loaf is better than no loaf. 


Representative Outhwaite, chairman of the House 
Military Committee, said : 


This committee 1s now getting ready for business, 
On Tuesday next we sball announce the sub-com- 
wmittees and refer to them bills just introduced and 
referred to us. We shall commence work at once on 
the Army appropriation bill as soon as it is defin- 
itely settied that this measure will remain under the 
control of this committee, and I presume it will. [ 
do not anticipate that there will be any cutting 
down of the regular appropriations for the Army, 
As far as 1 can see, the appropriations are now as 
low as the organization and actual needs of the 
Service will admit. Tne prospects for any spec‘al 
or general legislation involviug an increase in ex- 
penditures are rather slim, but any measures that 
will improve the personnel without extra cost will 
receive prompt consideration by the committee, and 
probably by the Hohbse. As the sentiment of the 
country is so strongly in favor of going on with the 
work of building up the coast defences, [ look fora 
reasonable appropriation for this purpose. 


Representative Herbert, chairman of the House 
Naval Committee, said : 


This committee, I am quite sure, is in favor of 
going on with appropriations for the new ships. 
There is no doubt that appropriations will be made 
for continuing work on the vessels already com- 
menced, and if the amount for this purpose can be 
kept down to about $8,000,000 there is a probability 
of appropriations for one or two more new ships. 
Personally, | would like to see another battle- 
ship provided for, and as there seems to be a 
demand for small vessels for service in foreign 
ports, one or two of these may be provided for. As 
regards legislation for the personnel, | do not re- 
gard the time favorable for anything in this direc- 
tion—that ie, any measure involving an increase in 
appropriation. 


THE generation whose pride, ambition and hopes 
of preferment we identified with our great civil 
war have been too much occupied with determin- 
ing the relative value of their respective contribu- 
tions to the great result to give due heed to the 
more strictly professional aspects of the contest. 
Yet it is these that chiefly concern others 
than the heroes of the strife, and it is them that 
foreign students of war and our observers of a later 
generation give chief heed. There can be no ques- 
tion that Germany, for example, has added much 
to her military knowledge from the storehouse of 
our experience. It is among the foreign students 
of war, therefore, that such a work as that of 
Lieutenant John Bigelow* receives its more imme- 
diate recognition. It is encouraging to see the 
younger officers of our Army devoting themselves 
to such studies as this, and those who do so ina 
less public way are daily increasing as the demands 
for military study in our Army become more im- 
perative. To all students of war, here and abroad, 
Mr. Bigelow’s work will be welcome. Its author 
has already made himself known as a careful and 
conscientious student by his monograph on ‘‘ Mars 
la Tour and Gravelotte.” His present work is 4 
noble volume in quarto, illustrated by many dia- 
grams and thirty-two maps, so arranged that they 
ean be readily consulted, while the letter press to 
which they refer is followed. These maps alone 
are ‘‘ worth the price of the volume.” Besides our 
own authors, and the current Amerizan histories of 
military operations in this eéuntry, Mr. Bigelow has 
consulted such writers as MacDougall, Soady, 
Derrécagaix, Wolseley, O'Conner, Clausenitz, Ham- 
ley, Schalk, Graham, Clarke, Dufour, Wheeler, Von 
Sehellendorf, Le Prince Oharles, Okonnef, Fis, 
Jomini and Home, taking them in their order of 
presentation in the list of authors consulted. 
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Our own contributions to the science of war have 
been judged in the light of well established princi- 
ples, and of examples approved by a world-wide 
experience. It is thus that the stories of American 
battlefields should be sifted to garner from them 
what is of enduring value. The personal factor 
enters into the record of American history, but it is 
without special importance to the student of war. 
The eampaigns of Cassar or of Hannibal would lose 
nothing of their value if it could be proven that 
neither of these great masters of war ever had 
actual existence, so long as the events recorded 
were not discredited. Lieutenant Bigelow’s work 
is arranged with method and good judgment, and 
he appears to have omitted nothing that could add 
to the value of his work as a guide to the studies of 
others. Opening with a brief chapter of general 
definitions, we have four chapters describing the 
movements of an army on the march, on the or- 
ganization and size of armies, fourteen on the vari- 
ous essentials of strategy, including a study of the 
Atlanta campaign, and as many more on operations 
from a base and independently of a base. Tactics in 
their relations to strategy occupy ten chapters, and 
strategy in its relation to politics two chapters. We 
have separate chapters on Sherman’s great march, 
Sheridan’s devastation of the Shenandoah Valley, 
the Geronimo campaign (1886), Washington counter- 
offensive at Trenton (1777), the Southern blockade, 
the cruise of the Alubama, the Second Bull Run 
campaign (1862), the Gettysburg campaign (1863), 
Jackson's Valley campaign /‘1862), the Vicksburg 
campaign (including Grierson’s raid), and British 
operations in Georgia, the Carolinas and Virginia 
(1776-1781). Thissummary of contents will give an 
idea of the scope of the work. It commends itself 
alike to those who wish to inform themselves as to 
the principles of warfare, and to those who would 
study the history of our great contest intelligently, 
and thus profitably. 








ENGINEER IN CHIEF M«LVILLF was this week re- 
appointed Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing for another period of four years. Thisis not 
all the reward Chief Engineer Melville is entitled 
to, but it shows that his efficient administration 
during the past four years, so well recognized by 
the public, has not failed of appreciation by the 
powers that be. 








SLOWLY but surely the more prominent figures in 
the War of the Rebellion are passing away. This 
week the eall came for that noble old veteran, Gen- 
eral Montgomery ©. Meigs, U. S. A., an account of 
whose eminent services and military career in gen- 
eral we give elsewhere. It can truthfully be said 
of him that be deserved well of his country. 


THe Army loses this week from its active list 
that gallant and distinguished officer, Bvt. Major 
General August V. Kautz, Brigadier General, who 
reached his sixty-fourth birthday June 5. During 
the past twenty-five years we have had frequent 
occasion to refer to the eminent services of this re- 
tiring General, who has served his country so faith- 
fully and so well for the past forty-five years. Now 
that he is to enjoy the quiet and rest which usu- 
ally attend the relinquishment of active service, we 
unite with the Army and the country in general in 
the wish that he may be long spared to enjoy what 
he has so well earned. 











Harper's Weekly has already proclaimed a union 
between the Navy and the Revenue Marine, giving 
to Lieutenant G. L. Carden of the Revenue Cutter 
Service the affix of U. 8. N., instead of OU. 8. R. M, 
We learn that the error occurred in the office of the 
Weekty, and it will be corrected in the next num- 
ber. itis only important as suggesting that Lieu- 
tenant Carden is disposed to shine in borrowed 
plumes. He is much too proud of his own feathers 
to wish to wear those of others, and is thoroughly 
devoted to the Revenue Cutter Service, which he 
describes in the interesting article of nearly four 
pages, published in Harper’s Weekly for January 9, 
1802. It is an interesting and exciting narrative, and 
shows how much of adventure there is at times in 
cruising on a revenue cutter. 








Tux receipts for subscriptions to the ARMY AND

evenings of Tuesday, Jan.,12, in‘honor of the Di- 
plomatic Corps ; Tuesday, Jan. 26,in honor of the 
Congress and of the Judiciary ; Tuesday, Feb. 9, in 
honor of the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps. Offi- 
cers attending the reception will appear in full- 
dress uniform. 








Tue present senior Ist lieutenant of infantry— 
C. A. Johnson, 14th Regiment—served duriug the 
war, from 1861 to 1865, was appointed 21 lieutenant 
in August, 1867, and promoted Ist lieutenant in 
January, 1876. The Ist lieutenant of infantry who 
has just been promoted to captain by the death of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Mears was appointed 2d lieuten- 
ant in July, 1872,and promoted Ist lieutenant in 
June, 1879. This, of course, cannot be helped under 
the present system, but this case, and other like 
cases which are continually happening, certainly 
afford room for reflection as to the advisability of a 
change which shail give to every commissioned offi- 
cer of the line his just due in the matter of promo- 
tion.

RECENT DEATHS. 








THAT distinguished officer, Brevet Major-Genera 
Montgomery Cunningham Meigs, brigadier-general 
U. 8. Army, retired, whose invaluable services dur- 
ing the war and some years aftcr it are still fresh in 
the minds of many of his countrymen, died, Jan. 2, 
at Washington, D.C., of pneumonia. His daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Taylor, widow of Col. Joseph H. Taylor, 
U.S. A., was at his bedside when he died. General 
Meigs was born in Augusta, Ga., May 3, 1816, was 
educated at the University of Pennsylvania, and 
entered the Military Academy in 1832. He was 
graduated in July, 1836, promoted to 2d lieutenant, 
ist Artillery, and soon afterwards was transferred 
to the Corps of Engineers. In this corps his abili- 
ties found room for action in many responsible po- 
sitions. In 1853 he was promoted captain, and when 
the war broke out he was appointed, May 14, 1861, 
a colonel of the lith U, 8. Infantry. Just previous 
to this he hed organized and conducted an expedi- 
tion for the relief of Fort Pickens. His line colonelé 
oy only held good one day, for of May 15, 1861, he 
| was appointed quartermaster-genefal of the Army 
fithpthe réok. of brigadier-gétiefal: From that 





time forward until the close of the war his services 
were of the most efficient and energetic descrip- 
tion in attending to the necessities of the great ar- 
mies in the field. In 1864 he received the well 
earned brevet of major-geueral. After the war he 
continued with success the duties of his responsible 
position, and was retired from active service Feb. 
6, 1882. At that time he recalled with pride that the 
Quartermaster’s Department applied to the wants 
of the Army over $1,956,616,000, and that this vast 
sum was used with less loss and waste from accident 
and from fraud than had ever before attended the 
expenditure of such a treasure. ‘“Oaoly on two oo- 
casions during these four years of war,” said Gen. 
Meigs, “did any of the/armies of the Republic suffer 
for the want of supplies.” Gen. Meigs names as the 
first instance that period after the check at Chicka- 
mauga, when for a long time men lived on short 
rations and many animals perished on account of 
Gen. Rosecrans having lost bis line of communica- 
tion. The other was on the famous march of Gen. 
Sherman to the sea. 

Gen. Meigs leaves ason and two daughters, Mrs. 
Taylor and Mrs, Forbes, wife of the war correspond- 
ent Archibald Forbes. The funeral services took 
place Jan. 5 at St. John’s Church. The body was 
borne from the church by six non-commissioned offi- 
cers and placed on a caisson. Among those present 
were Vice-President Morton, Senators Collum, Gib- 
son, Butler and Faulkner, and;a large number of 
Army officers and officials. The body was escorted 
to Atlington Cemetery by a battalion of cavalry, a 
ligut battery and a battalion of artillery. The pall- 
bearers were Gens. Schofield, Casey, Holabird and 
Wrigbt, and Col. Vincent, representing the Army; 
Col. Ludington representing the Q. M. Dept: Prof. 
Langley the Smithsonian Institution, and Dr. Wol- 
ling the National Academy of Sciences. In G. 0. 2, 
H. Q. A., Jan. 4, the services of the deceased officer 
are set forth, and the Acting Secretary of War says: 
* Gen. Meigs was personally a man of kind and ami- 
able character, of strict probity and sense of right, 
and of great breadth of intellect. The Army has 
rarely possessed an officer who combined within 
himself so many and valuable attainments, and who 
was entrusted by the Government with a greater 
variety of weighty responsibilities, or who has 
proved himself more worthy of confidence. There 
are few whose character jand career can be more 
justly commended, or whose lives are more worthy 
of respect, admiration and emulation.” 

Sureron W. H. Lona, U. 8. Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice, died this week at Ciacinnati, O. 

Pay Director Horace M. Hersxet, U. 8..N., re- 
tired, who died Dec. 26 at Germantown, Pa., wasa 
veteran officer of long and faithful service. He 
was appointed purser in 1841, paymaster in 1860, and 
attained the grade of pay director in 1871. He was 
retired Sept. 2, 1875. During a portion of the war 
he was fleet paymaster of the North Atlantic block- 
ading syuadron. The remains were taken to Bris- 
tol, Pa., for interment. 

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL FREDERICK Mzrans, 4th 
U. 8. Inf., who has been ailing for some time past, 
died at Ft. Spokane, Jan.2. He was born in New 
York, and in April, 1861, was appointed 2d heutepn- 
ant 9th U. S. Infantry, and was promoted Ist lieu- 
tenant the following May. In the autumn of 1861 
he held for a few weeks the position of lieutenant- 
colonel of the Ist U.S. Sharpshooters. In 1863 he 
was promoted captain, in 1883 was promoted major 
25th Infantry, end in 1888 lieutenant-colopel of the 
4th Infantry. For his gallantry during the war he 
received the brevet of major. CUolonel Mears 
reached his fifty-seventh birthday on New Year's 
Day, the day before his death. 


MepioaL Dirgctror Henry O. Mayo, U. 8. N., re- 
tired, who died Jan. 1 of pneumonia, at his residynce 
in New York City, aged seventy-two, was appointed 
assistant surgeon Feb. 24, 1846, passed assistant sur- 
geon Feb. 4, 1851, surgeon Jan. 24, 1859, medical in- 
spector March 3, 1871, and medical director Dec. 28, 
1872. He was retired Feb. 2, 1875, and has since made 
his residence in New York. He returned last sum 
mer from a two years’ sojourn in Europe, during 
which he travelled all over the Continent. He leaves 
a wife, but no children. He had several brothers, 
allof whom were physicians, and one or two sur 
vive him. One of his brothers wrote “ Kaloolah” 
and “The Berber.”’ 

ANOTHER veteran officer has passed away this 
week, Brevet Brigadier General James V. Bom- 
ford, Colonel, U. 8. Army, retired, who died sud- 
denly Jan. 6, at his home in Elizabeth, N. J. of 
heart failure. General Bomford was the son of Col- 
onel George Bomford, Chief of Ordnance, U, 8. A. 
He entered West Point in 1828, was graduated -in 
1832, aad promoted to the 24 Infantry. He served 
With distinction in the Mexican War; receiving the 
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jantry at Contreras, “herubusco and Molino del 
Rey. In 1860he bad attained the grade of Major 
6th Infantry, and wasin Texas when Gen. Twiggs 
surrendered the U. 8. forces there, but refused his 
parole not to take up arms against the Confeder- 
acy. and was held a prisoner to April 9, 1862. He 
was promoted Lieutenant Colonel 16th Infantry, 
Jan. 10, 1862, was chief of staff to General McCook at 
the battle of Perryville, for his gallantry at which 
he received the brevet of Colonel. He was pro- 
moted Colonel of the 8th Infantry, May 8, 1864, and 
he received the brevet of Brigadier General, March 
3, 1865, for bis feithful and efficient services. He 
was retired from active service June 8, 1874. He 
leaves a wife and two daughters, both married, and 
one son, Captain G. N. Bomford, U.S. A., retired, 
formerly of the 18th Infantry. General Bomford 
was one of Elizabeth’s most honored citizens, and 
many may recall the magvificent ovation given him 
there in 1862, after he was liberated as a prisoner of 
war. The funeral took place on Friday, and was 
largely attended. 


Brrver BRIGADIER-GENERAL JOHN IRVIN GREGG, 
Colonel, U. S. Army, retired, died at Washington, 
D. C,, Jan. 6, in his sixty-sixth year. We shall make 
a further notice of his death next week.

26. Both tbe officers npamea went to Tennessee—the 
former from his station at Cam P Pena Colorado, 
Tex. aod the latter from West Point, N. Y.—on ac- 
count of the death of their father. 


Tuomas J. Les, who died Dec. 3 at Baltimore, 
Md., was graduated from the Military Avademy in 
1830, and promoted to the 4th Artillery. He re- 
signed in 1636 and took up civil engineering, but io 
1838 he was reappointed in the Army, with the rank 
of Ist lieutenant of Topograpbical Engineers.

Of late years he was employed 1n the office 
ef tne Chief of Eogineers at Washington. 


CaPraIn MEDOREM (CRAWFORD, late U. 8. V., who 
died at bis home io Yamnill Co., Oregon, Dec. 26, 
was one of the oldest and most active pioneers of 
the Pacific Coast. He was born in New York 1p 1819, 
and 1n 1842 left bis father’s bome in Havana, N. Y., 
and joined the first overland emigration of families 
for fur-distapt Oregon, under the auspices of Dr. 
Elijah White, who bad just been appointed sub- 
agent of all the Indian tribes weet of the Rocky 
Mountains. Reaching Oregon after many montbs 
of toil, dangers and privations on their pathless 
qoureet. Mr. Crawford made bis permanent home in 
the Willamette Vulley, and became one of that ven- 
turesome band of pioveers who rooted themselves 
to the soil, and by their patriotism, and their estab- 
lishment of a repubiican form of government in 
opposition to tbat of the Huadson’s Bay Company, 
then dominant, finally, after years of entreaty to 
Congress, succeeded in securing, by treaty between 
the United States and Great Britain, for themselves 
the protection of the U. 8. Government, and their 
homes as @ part of the United States domai, and 
thus founding the present great States of Oregon 
and Washington. Mr. Crawford was one of the lead- 
ing men in the councils of bis adopted Territory and 
State, and beld many important public truste—both 
civil and military. He was a friend and contempor- 
ary of the Jate Senator Nesmith and mapy other of 
the leading pioneers of the Northwest, and will be 
well remembered by many of the officers ef the old 
Army who were stationed in Oregon during its 
early bistory. He leaves six children, the oldest of 
whom is Lt. Medorem Crawford, 2d Art., now sta- 
tioned at Ft. Adams, K. L.

The Military Com- 
mittees of the Senate and the House bave pushed it, 
and strong friends bave argued for it. But etill it 
fails. We are told by some of our general officers 
that without it our defeat is assured if we should be 
so unfortunate astro meet the arwies of any other 
civilized power in battle. We are told that the sin- 
gle battalion organization for foot troops Des 
te the muzzile-loading period, and that no other 
civilized peopie in the world, besides ourselves, 
have retained it.

The law-making power has settled definitely 
upon a policy, apparently, and nothing short of the 
booming of hostile guns on American soil will 
probably ~ —— it. “bis policy seems to be sharply 
defined and needs put little attention to be fully 
understood. It flodsaclear expression, the news- 
— tell us,in the words of a member of the 
ouse, who is reported as ssying: ‘* You can get all 
the Army reorganization you want, within present 
limite, but not one dollar more.” The experience 
of the past and the outlook of the present would 
seem to indicate. decidedly, that reorgavization 
must be effected, if at all, within this narrow field. 
lf the three battalion system is as important as it is 
represented to be, the loss of one or two regiments 
to accomplish it would seem a minor consideration. 
And that appears to be the A way out of the 
difficulty. The reorganization of the bay aid upon 
the basis of twenty-four regiments, with three bat- 
talions each, would find small oppositien in the 
Congresge.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


” REORGANIZATION OF THE NEW YORK GUARD, 


TbERE is considerable inquiry just now among 
New York National Guardsmen as to what changes 
will be made in the organization of the present 
force in the near future, rendered necessary by the 
adoption of the new drill regulations. At present, 
we can state, General Headquarters have not offi- 
cially considered any, plans of reergavization, and 
although they will do so ere long, itis a matter 
which requires careful consideration before a con- 
clusion can be reached. 

Itis not unlikely that a maximum of 75 mento a 

_company will be decided upon. This would admit 
of the orgavization of 12 compeny regiments and 
still keep within the limit of 15,000 men allowed by 
law. Itisurged that there are only s)me 13 com- 
panies in the National Guard who have a full mem- 
bership of 108 officers and men, and a reduction to 
75 would affect very few companies, while it would 
allow the 12 company organization without exceed- 
ing the pumber of men now provided for. This 
plan ie generally favored throughout tbe Servier, 
because the appropriation now allowed for the 
maintenance of the Guard is found to be so little 
that objection is made to its distribution among a 
larger force. 


NAVAL BATTALIONS. 
MASSACHUSETTS. 

_ THe Naval Battalion drilled on last Tuesday even- 
ing, for the first time, witb the new Lee rifles. They 
are the first organization of militia in the country 
to be armed and equipped with a magazine rifle. 
Web belts carrying four mazezines and eiagle car- 
tridges (bayonet scabbards and bayonets) are pro- 
vided. During tbe latter part of the evening the 
battalion drilled in heavy marching order in battle 
formatiov. There wes a large attendance of inter- 
ested spectators, and also (‘omdr. Green, U. 3. N., 
and Lieut.-Comdr. Merry, U.38. N., who were the 
special guesta of Comdr. Soley. A tug-of-war team, 
consisting of 20 men, will cootest for honors in the 
Ist Regiment games, which occur at the armory late 
in the montb. Ou Tursday evening, Dec. 29, the 
battalion listened to the * History of Torpedoes,” 
by Lieut.-Comdr. Wm. I. Moore, U. 8. N., and a de- 
scription of ** Auto-mobile Torpedoer,”’ by Lieat. 
Franklin J. Drake, U.S. N. Both gentlemen were 
given the closest attention, and the fact that it was 
past 11 when the latter concluded shows bow much 
interest the subject created among the audience. 





MASSACHUSETTS. 


Tue report of the Adjutant-Generasl just issued 
shows that the State forceis in a generally excellent 
condition. There are on the rolls 406 commissioned 
officers and 4 923 men—a total of 5,329, or 864 less the 
pumber autborzed by law. In regard to heavy 
artillery practice, the General says: ‘‘ Repeated at- 
tempts have been made to obtain from the General 
- Government the proper equipment and appliances 
for the use of this command, It is apparent tbat the 
Ordnance Department of the United States, though 
willing, bas not the power to grant favors pot sanc- 
tioned by law: and [I would recommend that a 
bill be introduced in Congress authorizing loans of 
ordpance to the States where required for the ne- 
ceseary training of the nation’s defenders.”’ 

He recommends that the law sbould be so changed 
as to authorize the Adjutant and Lnspector Geperal 
to locate and dispcee of troops and make the selec- 
ton of armories for them. 

There bas been $35,513.36 paid out this year for ar- 
mory rents, while tor tbe care of armories there 
has been expended : South armory, $3,969.50; East 
crmeny. $2,548.79: Worcester armory, $2,367.33; 
Lowell armory, $1,971.18. The Fitchburg armory 
has just been completed. The sum of $174,073.92 was 
paid during the year for mileage. Tuere is now 
standing ro the credit of Massachusetts at Washing- 
= —_—e for the arming and equipping of the 
militia. 

The Navy Department has supplied guns, equip- 
ments and boats for use of the Naval Battalion, and 
bas other wise (unlike the Ordnance Department of 
the U. 8.) been moat liberal in its loaus and interest 
in supplying our battalion with the equipment and 
- material needed for instruction. The War Depart- 

ment seems to have no delegated power to loan or 
excbange ordnance, and in consequence tbe militia 
of tbe country upen which reliance must be placed 
struggles on, learning the use of. obsolete arms 
which will never be put to practical use, and must 
60 continue until Congress in its wisdom provides a 
-better way. 

Commissions should not be issued until the newly 
elected officer bas p the examining board and 
enlisted men elected to be officers and failing to 
pass the board should be permitted to resume their 
places in the ranks, preserving the continuity of 
A recruiting standard should be es- 
tablished to prevent the enlistment of men unfitted 
for military service. Camp furniture and gun racks 
of uniform pattern ehould issued to all com- 
mands, and smoking in the tents between taps and 
reveilie should be prohibited. No men should be 
permitted to perform and receive pay for ordered 
State duty unless enlisted at least forty-five days.
